ed  that  we  have  wandered  from  _ 
God,  that  we  are  holding  to  our  ^ 
faith.  He  said  that  every  soul  is 
tempted  and  that  it  is  easy  to 
drift,  unconcerned  with  the  ways 
of  life. 

Dr.  Melton  told  of  the  steps  in 
Christian  living,  tlie  necessity  of 
eonsidering  others. 

“The  Church  needs  Jesus 
Christ.”  He  stressed  the  need 
for  placing  emphasis  on  denomi- 
nationlism  and  petty  creeds,  and 
that  we  turn  to  the  real  Church, 
the  Church  of  God. 

Dr.  Melton  conducted  services 
at  11  a.m.  and  7  p.m.  this  week, 
Monday  through  Thursday.  His  , 
addresses  have  been  developed 
around  the  theme  of  Christianity 
a&  the  way  of  life  which  we,  as 
individuals  and  as  citizens,  must 
adopt  in  order  to  attain  the  ulti¬ 
mate  goal  of  inward,  as  well  as 
external,  peace  and  happiness 
for  each  of  us,  aad  for  the  world 
as  a  whole. 

The  chapel  program  on  Men- 
day  opened  the  institute,  and  Mr. 
Melton  stated  that  whatever 
changes  are  accomplished  must 
be  motivated  from  one’s  own 
heart  ai^d  imind„  .and  that  a  man’s 
thoughts  alone  dietermine  what 
that  man  is.  Monday  evening 
he  described  (Christian  love  as 
the  enegy  in  life,  the  strong 
power  in  the  world  today  upon 
.vhich  we  must  build  the  desired 
world  of  tomorrow.  He  further 
averred  that  this  life’s  energy 
can  be  directed  toward  hn-prove- 
ment  and  that  a  pei*90n*s  intellect 
is  its  guide. 

Tuaeday  morning,  Dr.  Meton 
continued  with  the  idea  of  “a 
changed  heart  means  a  changed 
world,”  and  spoke  of  us  as  the 
Biblical  "Egypt  in  Bondage” 
striving  toward  the  L-reodom  of 
Arabia.  Throughout  his  lectures, 
he  emphasieed  the  irrevocable 
necessity  of  our  complete  reali¬ 
zation  of  the  meaning  of  Christi¬ 
anity,  from  a  deep,  compassion¬ 
ate  understanding  of  our  fellows 
to  a  profound  sense  of  the  Divine,

We  Are  Fighting  For  Ideals

Walking  across  the  campus  last  Sunday,  we  heard 
one  girl  say  to  another — "There's  no  room  for  idealism, 
now.  What  we've  get  to  do  is  fight  to  win  this  war." 

We  could  not  help  shivering  just  a  little  when  we 
heard  this  for  in  this  war,  we  are  fighting  for  ideals — ideals 
which  have  made  our  life  what  we  have  known  it  to  be. 
These  ideals  developed  a  school  system  which  gave  each 
of  us  a  high  school  educatioi,  and  are  the  reason  that 
we're  being  allowed  to  stay  in  college  as  long  as  pcesible. 
These  ideals  are  teching  us  to  fight. 

Every  war,,  either  foreig*  or  domestic,  which  we  have 
fought  was  iought  for  the  ideals  which  many  people — for 
that  girl  was  echoing  the  belief  of  persons  in  every  walk 
of  life  ail  over  the  nation— are  declaring  useless  for  the 
duration.  Only  by  clinging  to  our  ideals  can  we  hope 
to  "win  the  war  or  win  the  peace  after."  The  results  of 
discarding  ideals  was  vividly  shown  in  the  post-war  period 
of  the  1920's.  In  that  instance,  ideals  were  discarded 
after  the  war  was  won,  but  the  loss  of  ideals  caused  anoth¬ 
er  war. 

How  can  we  fight  for  democracy,  which  is  the  grandest 
structure  of  ideals  in  the  world,  if  we  do  not  fight  vvith 
ideals?  How  can  we  live  in  a  democracy  after  the  war  if 
we  discard  democratic  ideals  now?

All  eyes  and  ears  have  been  turned  to

►  in  "A  Fire-Side  Chat"  Monday  night,  gave  an 
optimistic  report  on  what  he  found  on  his  re¬ 
cent  tour  of  defense  plants,  army  posts  and 
naval  stations,  and  c»Iied  for  a  rationing  of 
manpower.  He  urged  the  drafting  of  18  and 
19  year  ,olds  and  outlined  two  objectives. 

"First  to  sefect  and  train  men  of  the  highest 
fighting  efficiency  needed,  for  our  armed 
forces." 

"Second,  to  man  our  war  industries  and 
farms  with  workers  needed  -to  produce  the 
arms,  munitions  and  food  required  by  our¬ 
selves  and  our  fighting  allies,  to  win  this  v/ar . " 

Poll  Tax  Act  Passes 

In  the  same  dty  the  Poll  Tax  Act  passed  the 
House  by  a  vote  of  252  to  84,  Tuesday,  and 
National  Housing  Administrator  announced 
that,  privately-owned  homes  and  buildings 
would  be  '^sed  by  the  government  to  house 
awT  workers.  The  OPA  also  made  a  state¬ 
ment  that  motorsts  would  be  limited  to  five 
tires  per  car  beginning  next  month,  and  at 
least  enough  gas  to  drive  2,880  miles  per 
year. 

This  has  also  been  a  week  of  optimistic  re¬ 
ports  fbr  the,  allied  forces.  Jap  forces  have 
been  handed  a  terrific  .beating  at  both  ends 
of  the  Pacific,  the  Solomon  and  the  Aleutian 
Islands,  by  the  United  States  Navy  and  Ma¬ 
rines.  The  German  seige  at  Stalingrad  has 
been  halted  but  it  is  known  that  strong  rein¬ 
forcements  are  on  the  way  to  take  the  city. 

I  Attacks  in  Germany 

The  Royal  Air  Force  bombers  made  day¬ 
light  attacks  on  several  places  in  V/e."te:n 
Germany,  including  Hanover,  and  also  swept 
over  the  coastal  region  of  occupied  France  the 
Air  Ministry  announced,  Tuesday. 

Meanwhile  Australian  bombers,  operating 
from  Egypt,  attacked  a  harbor  in.  Crate,  and 
started  fires  that  could  be  seen  for  50  milas. 
Heavy  shipments  of  American  armaments  have 
arrived  from  the  United  States  in  Egypt.
